From I SSG to 1902 his profits were 
$205,123, but from 1903 down to Aug. 
SI, 1905, his 
commissions were $1,- 
059,267, making a total personal re v e ­ 
nue from the foreign business from 
1886 to 1905 of $1,163,829. 
During the period of his connection 
with the firm of Ch 
Ll. Raymond & 
C’o., Mr. McCurdy, 
according to his 
own 
testimony, was 
receiving 
his 
share of the profits on the business of 
the Mutual Life Insurance company, 
written 
by his firm as 
metropolitan 
agents. 
This sum amounted to $541,- 
852, making a total of $1,750,681. th a t 
Mr. McCurdy received in commissions. 
In 1903, when Mr. McCurdy retired 
from the firm of C. IL Raymond •Se­ 
co., he was 
succeeded 
by Louis A. 
Th elm ud, who 
from 1893 
down to 
lilt I, received in commissions $920,- 
113.

Exercises Attending Graduation 


of Nurses at 
the Nurses’ 


School Interesting 


ADDRESS BY DR. J. 
P. AYLEN 


Report of Miss Whittaker, Super­ 


intendent of Nurses, Furnish­ 


es Interesting Data 


The second graduation exercises of 
the Northern Pacific Hailway hospital 
training school for nurses were held last 
night in the nurses’ home at the Sani­ 
tarium and it was, if such were possible, 
even more successful than the first grad­ 
uation exercise last year. 
In point of 
attendance it might be .-aid that it is 
seldom ever th at so largo and represen­ 
tative a body of people gathered at one 
time in Brainerd. The small assembly 
hall at the nurses’ home was packed as 
were also the reception rooms, halls,etc. 
There were five graduates in the class 
of 1905 as follows: Mary S tickler, of 
Brainerd, Anna E. Rundquiet, of Win­ 
nipeg Junction, Louise Wei banks Case, 
of Toronta, Ca., Harriett E. Bradley, of 
Osage, Minn., an d Anna Pearl Wright, 
Hubbard, Minn. 
The class is an unusually bright one 
and they were recipients of many very 
flattering compliments from the officials 
of tho road as well as the officials of 
the Northern Pacific Beneficial associa­ 
tion. 
There were several officers of the N. P. 
who had intended to be present, who 
were unavoidably detained, but they 
sent their regrets and in some cases 
remembered the class with flowers or 
some other appropriate present. 
The program was most delightfully 
arranged as to detail and each number 
was heartily enjoyed. The Rev. Mr. 
McLeod, 
of the 
First Presbyterian 
church, offered invocation. 
This was 
followed by a violin solo, “Traumerei" 
by Schumann, given by Prof. II. A. Len- 
surd. 
Then followed the report of the school 
by Miss Laura Whittaker, superintend­ 
ent of nurses, which was as follows: 
“We are extremely sorry that one of 
our class is unavoidably absent 
Miss 
Mary Strickles After the final examin­ 
ation in June, she went to Toledo, Ohio, 
where she expects to remain until spring, 
and it did not seem practicable for her 
to return for the exercises. This she re­ 
grets as much as we, and I am sure her 
thoughts are in Brainerd tonight. She 
is the only one of the class from our 
own city, anil for that reason too, we 
would wish she were with us. 
“Almost four years have passed since 
this school for nurses was organized, 
and during that time considerable pro­ 
gress has been made. 
“We have three graduate nurses, two 
of whom are engaged in private nursing 
—Miss Emma Clarke in Minneapolis, 
and Miss Inga Matheson in Fargo, 
North Dakota. 
“Miss 
Emma Hedden -our 
other 
graduate of last year—has recently de­ 
serted the ranks for a home of her own, 
and we join in wishing her happiness. 
“ We hear from time to time very- 
creditable comments upon the work of 
our graduates, and we trust that as the 
force increases, the good reports may 
continue. 
“The-present c la s s e d not reach quite. 
as high an average in their final ex­ 
amination as the class of last year, but 
on the whole, did well. 
Miss Anna 
Eundquist standing highest, Mrs. Case 
second, while Miss Bradley stands first 
in regular attendance, having lost but 
two days, and Mrs. Case a close second, 
having been absent only five days dur­ 
ing the three years' course. 
“We are proud of this record, as the 
life of a nurse is not easy. The hours 
are long, and many times her feet grow 


weary with the incessant duties of the 
day, and her courage ebbs low in the 
dreary watches of the night. 
“In the making of a nurse, it requires 
a high type of woman, peculiarly ad­ 
apted to the needs of suffering human- < 
ity, with intelligence, patience, cheer­ 
fulness, a whole lot of common sense, ! 
a world of endurance, and above all, a 
love for the work she has chosen. What 
a host of qualifications to expect in one 
weak woman, and yet, in the majority 
of the nurses in this graduating class 
we have all these qualities, and more. 
“In tho training of a nurse, we con­ 
sider tho practical quite as much as the 
theoretical part, and those nurses have 
excelled in their practical work. They 
have been loyal, faithful, painstaking 
nurses, and we can heartily recommend 
them to positions of trust, and whether 
their lot be cast in hospital or home, we 
feel assured they will do their duty 
faithfully. 
“We have had illness in the family 
during the year two of our n u r s e s had 
to undergo surgical operations, and one 
had typhoid fever. 
We are thankful to 
state, all have recovered. 
“We have enrolled 
fourteen pupil 
nurses and one probationer. Our ap­ 
plications are increasing each year. We 
have no difficutly in tilling the vaean 
cies with the right kind of women. 


“We fully appreciate tho time and la­ 
bor contributed by Dis. Bateheller and 
Thabes towards tho education of these 
nurses. 
“We want to thank our good staff of 
doctors, not only for what they have a c ­ 
complished in the lecture room, but also 
for their hearty support and co opera­ 
tion in whatever pertains to tho welfare 
of th*? school. 
“Much credit is due my as.-i>tant 
Miss Strangways 
for valuable help and

the road took a deep, keen interest in 
tile scnool a- well as the officers of the 
association and as for tho men who are 
cared for by the nurses they take pride 
in always referring to them as “our 
nurses."
